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CONDUCTOR  OF 
THE  BOSTON  POPS 


The  2006  Boston  Pops  season  marks  Keith 
Lockhart’s  1 2th  season  as  Boston  Pops  conductor. 

During  more  than  a decade  with  the  Boston  Pops, 
Mr.  Lockhart  has  honored  the  orchestra’s  proud  history 
while  breaking  new  ground  at  this  venerable  American 
institution. 

In  February  1995,  Keith  Lockhart  was  named  20th 
conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  since  its 
founding  in  1885.  With  this  appointment,  Mr.  Lockhart 
succeeded  John  Williams,  who  held  the  position  from 
1980  to  1993.  Named  Boston  Pops  conductor  at  age  35, 
Mr.  Lockhart  is  only  the  third  conductor  to  lead  the 
orchestra  since  1930,  when  Arthur  Fiedler  began  his 
unprecedented  50-year  tenure  as  head  of  the  orchestra. 
Mr.  Lockhart  has  conducted  more  than  900  concerts  and 
made  63  television  shows.  The  Boston  Pops’  2002  July 
Fourth  broadcast  was  nominated  for  an  Emmy  Award  for 
Outstanding  Classical  Music/Dance  Program. 

Born  in  Poughkeepsie,  N.Y.,  in  November  1959,  Keith 
Lockhart  began  his  musical  studies  with  piano  lessons  at 
the  age  of  seven.  He  holds  degrees  from  Furman 
University  in  Greenville,  S.C.,  and  Carnegie-Mellon 
University  in  Pittsburgh.  Mr.  Lockhart  came  to  the  Boston 
Pops  from  Cincinnati,  where  he  served  as  associate 
conductor  of  both  the  Cincinnati  Symphony  and 
Cincinnati  Pops  orchestras. 


“Since  Arthur  Fiedler  led  the  first  Boston  Pops  Independence  Day  concert  in  1929,  this  event  has  held  an  important  place  in  the 
hearts  of  all  Bostonians.  With  the  support  of  Boston  4 Celebrations,  Boston’s  Fourth  of  July  has  grown  to  become  the  country’s 
premier  Independence  Day  event,  reaching  iconic  status  nationally  without  losing  its  unique  local  feel  and  appeal.  This  year  marks 
my  1 2'h  Fourth  of  July  concert,  and  the  excitement  I feel  stepping  out  on  that  stage  is  still  unmatched  in  my  professional  life.  It’s 
as  much  a thrill  today  as  it  was  at  my  first  time  in  1 995. 

The  Boston  Pops  has  always  been  about  outreach,  as  we  strive  to  bring  great  orchestral  music  to  people  who  otherwise  might  not 
get  a chance  to  hear  it.  The  Fourth  of  July  marks  our  best  chance  to  fulfill  that  mission,  as  the  live  audience  of  over  a half-million 
people  that  day  is  more  than  most  orchestras  play  for  in  an  entire  season.  With  the  national  television  broadcast,  millions  more 
from  sea  to  shining  sea  are  able  to  join  us  for  an  unforgettable  evening  of  patriotic  celebration. 

For  me,  this  year’s  Fourth  of  July  will  also  be  one  of  sincere  appreciation  for  the  freedoms  we  as  Americans  enjoy,  and  for  those 
heroes  past  and  present  who  have  suffered  and  sacrificed  to  protect  and  preserve  those  freedoms.  To  be  able  to  lead  America’s 
Orchestra  in  America’s  great  music  on  America’s  birthday  is  something  I’m  extremely  honored  and  privileged  to  do  each  year.”

Cappella,  hosted  by  filmmaker  Spike  Lee. This  in  turn  led  to  daily  appearances  on  the  hit  national  PBS  show  Where  In  The  World  Is  Carmen  Sandiego?. 


All  five  of  Rockapella’s  members  are  accomplished  musicians.  Super-bass  George  Baldi  was  an  original  member  of  the  band  Boyz  II  Men;  Kevin  Wright 
previously  achieved  New  York  theater  acclaim,  co-starring  with  Cleo  Laine,  Lauryn  Hill,  and  others  in  shows  on  and  off-Broadway.  Scott  Leonard  serves 
as  the  band’s  leader,  writing  original  music  for  the  group,  as  well  as  arranging  and  producing  most  of  their  material.  John  Brown  has  performed  across 
the  country,  on  Broadway  and  off-Broadway,  and  with  greats  such  as  Phil  Collins,Tina  Turner,  and  Julie  Andrews.  Rockapella  boasts  the  jaw-dropping  unique 
and  powerful  talents  of  Jeff  Thacher,  a pioneer  and  leader  in  the  mouth  percussion  world,  anchoring  the  group’s  instrument-less  sound. 

After  sold-out  performances  with  the  Boston  Pops  in  2004  and  2005,  Rockapella  is  thrilled  to  reunite  with  the  orchestra  and  continue  making  beautiful 
music  together  this  year.

Boating:  Boats  will  not  be  allowed  in  any  of  the  lagoons  and  will  not 
be  able  to  anchor  within  100  feet  of  shore.  As  always,  there  will  be  a 
safety  zone  around  the  fireworks  barges.  Boats  may  not  anchor  or 
transit  through  the  fireworks  barge  safety  zone,  from  June  28th  - July 
5th.  A transit  channel  will  be  set  up  along  the  Boston  and  Cambridge 
sides  of  the  river  until  9:00  PM  on  July  4th.  At  that  time,  no  boats  will 
be  allowed  to  transit  past  the  barges  until  11:30  PM.  The  Craigie 
Drawbridge  by  the  Museum  of  Science  at  the  Charles  River  Dam  is 
closed  on  July  4th  at  10:00  PM  and  will  not  open  for  boat  traffic  until 
July  5th  at  1:00  AM.  For  more  information,  please  contact  the 
Department  of  Conservation  and  Recreation  at  617-727-0488  or 
monitor  Marine  Channel  16. 

Concert  and  Fireworks:  The  concert  on  July  3rd  begins  at  8:30  PM 
and  is  completed  at  10:00  PM  (there  are  no  fireworks  on  July  3rd). The 
concert  on  July  4Ih  begins  at  8:30  PM  and  is  completed  at  10:30  PM, 
followed  by  a 23-minute  fireworks  show. 

Food:  There  are  several  food  vendors  in  both  Boston  and  Cambridge 
locations  for  the  event.  All  vendors  are  permitted  by  and  come  under 
the  control  of  the  State’s  Department  of  Conservation  and  Recreation. 


Handicap  Services:  A shuttle  will  be  provided  from  a 
designated  parking  location  at  Mass  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary. 
Reserved  seating  for  people  with  disabilities:  each  person  may  bring  one 
guest  on  a “first-come,  first-served”  basis.  Once  the  area  is  filled,  no 
additional  people  will  be  admitted. The  security  check  will  also  apply  to 
this  area.  Wheelchair  accessible  restrooms  are  available.  A handicapped 
placard  is  required  to  enter  the  parking  lot.The  shuttle  will  run  on  July 
4th  starting  at  10:00  AM  and  run  to  6:00  PM  or  until  the  lot  is  full. 

Lost  Children:  Always  contact  a uniformed  officer  for 
assistance.  Children  lost  at  the  event  are  brought  to  one  of  the 
Lost  Children  Tents  either  on  the  Boston  or  Cambridge  side  of  the 
river,  depending  on  where  the  child  is  found.  Event  volunteers  and  a 
State  Police  Trooper  staff  each  tent. 

Medical:  Nearly  125  emergency  medical  services 
personnel  are  positioned  in  Boston  and  Cambridge  to 
service  the  event  (see  map).  They  are  stationed  in  tents,  bikes,  golf  carts 
and  in  boats.  As  a precautionary  measure  against  the  heat,  Boston  EMS 
operates  mist  tents  and  the  Department  of  Conservation  and 
Recreation  sets  up  a water  spray  on  Storrow  Drive. 
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Merchandise:  Official  event  merchandise  will  be  sold  on  July  3rd 
and  July  4th.  See  the  map  and  page  8 for  more  information. 

Oval  Area:  This  is  the  area  located  from  the  front  of  the 
concession  stand  to  the  Hatch  Shell  and  is  a restricted  area.  Those 
seeking  admittance  should  prepare  to  have  bags  and  coolers  checked 
and  their  person  searched  before  entering  the  area.Tarps  and  blankets 
are  restricted  to  a 5’  x 7’  size,  and  are  not  allowed  to  reserve  seating. 
Within  the  oval,  chairs  must  be  foldable  and  beach  style.  Pop  up  tents 
are  allowed  during  the  day,  but  must  come  down  at  6:00  PM.  Those 
allowed  to  enter  will  be  given  a wristband,  which  must  be  worn  at  all 
times  during  the  event,  to  ensure  access  in  and  out  of  the  secure  area. 
The  oval  is  closed  when  it  becomes  full,  which  is  usually  by  2:00  PM.  No 
additional  wristbands  will  be  distributed  for  the  secured  area  when  the 
oval  has  reached  capacity.  If  you  lose  your  wristband  you  will  only  be 
admitted  into  the  secure  area  if  there  are  additional  wristbands  available. 

Public  Transportation:  For  MBTA  information,  call 

617-222-3200.  On  the  Boston  side,  the  two  closest T-stations  are: 
Charles  Street  Circle  for  the  Red  line,  and  Arlington  Street  for  the 
Green  line.  On  the  Cambridge  side,  Kendall  and  Central  Square  stations, 
on  the  Red  line,  are  nearby.  On  July  4 after  10:30  PM,  all  MBTA  buses 
and  trains  will  be  free  to  the  public. 


Restrooms:  There  are  over  350  portable  restrooms  located  in 
Boston  and  Cambridge.  There  are  also  handicap  accessible  rest 
rooms  in  each  location. 

Security  Personnel:  Twenty  federal,  state  and  city  agencies  are 
represented  on-site  and  in  the  event’s  Unified  Command  Center.  These 
agencies  maintain  a public  safety  presence  with  hundreds  of  officers  in 
Boston,  Cambridge  and  on  the  Charles  River. 

Sound:  There  are  ten  sound  towers  on  the  Boston  side  of  the 
river,  ten  in  Cambridge,  and  two  on  the  Mass  Ave.  Bridge  to 
project  the  concert  and  the  fireworks  music.  The  sound  system  is 
operational  from  noon  to  I 1:00  PM  on  the  Fourth,  during  which  public 
service  announcements  and  recorded  music  are  also  broadcast. 

T.V.  and  Radio  Broadcast:  “The  Boston  Pops  Fireworks  Spectacular,” 
can  be  seen  locally  on  CBS  4 from  8:00  PM  to  I 1:00  PM.  The  nation 
joins  the  telecast  at  10:00  PM  on  the  CBS  Television  Network.  The 
concert  and  fireworks  score  are  broadcast  on  WBZ  News  Radio  1030. 

Weather:  The  Unified  Command  Center  monitors  weather.  Should 
severe  weather  arise,  the  concert  would  be  cancelled  without  a rain 
date  and  the  fireworks  would  be  rescheduled  for  July  5'K  at  9:30  PM;  this 
message  would  be  announced  over  the  event's  public  address  system. 
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This  year  Boston  4 Celebrations  is  happy  to  welcome  the  fighter  pilots  of  the  158th  fighter  wing  from  the 
Vermont  National  Air  Guard  based  in  South  Burlington,  VT.  For  the  first  time, Vermont  National  Air  Guard,  known 
as  the  “Green  Mountain  Boys,”  brings  its  tactical  and  highly  maneuverable  F-I6C  “Falcons”  to  this  annual  celebration.  Some 
of  the  most  successful  warplanes  of  recent  times,  F- 1 6s  are  compact,  multi-role  fighter  aircrafts,  which  have  proven  their 
excellence  in  air-to-air  combat  and  air-to-surface  attack. 


The  flying  squadron  has  a long,  rich  history  which  dates  back  to  March  of  1942,  when  it  was  known  as  the 
384th  Fighter-Bomber  Squadron.  Federal  recognition  came  to  the  Vermont  Air  National  Guard  on  August  14,  1946,  which 
comprised  World  War  II  combat  veterans  with  just  three  trainers,  a C-47  cargo  plane  and  an  L-5  liaison  aircraft. 

The  unit  grew  over  the  next  few  decades,  with  notable  accomplishments  such  as  active  duty  in  support  of  the  Korean  Conflict. 
By  1 97 1, Vermont  ranked  as  one  of  the  top  units  in  the  country  for  total  strength.  In  1986,  the  Air  Force  brought  the  most 
modern  fighter  they  had  to  offer,  the  F- 1 6 “Fighting  Falcon,”  to  the  Vermont  Air  National  Guard. 

During  the  early  1990’s,  the  Vermont  Air  National  Guard  led  the  national  intercepting  Soviet  Bear  Bombers,  who  were 
conducting  training  missions  along  the  United  States’  Atlantic  Coast  en  route  to  Cuba. 


On  September  I Ith,  2001,  the  Vermont  Air  National  Guard  was  the  first  fighter  unit  not  already  on  alert  status  to  cover 
New  York  City  by  early  that  afternoon.  The  Vermont  Air  National  Guard  has 
also  been  involved  in  Operations  Noble  Eagle  and  Enduring  Freedom  to  provide 
homeland  defense.  The  award  winning  Vermont  Air  National  Guard  unit 
continues  to  grow  and  to  provide  safety  and  defense  to  the  people  of  Vermont 
and  to  the  citizens  of  the  United  States.

501(c)3  organization  responsible  for  all 
phases  of  Boston's  Fourth  of  July’s 
event  and  television  production. 

Boston's  Fourth  of  July,  as  we  know  it  today,  was 
conceived  in  September  of  1973  when  David 
Mugar  suggested  to  famed  Boston  Pops 
Conductor  Arthur  Fiedler  that  in  order  to  revive 
the  diminishing  Esplanade  concert  series  it 
might  be  a good  idea  to  playTchaikovsky's“l8l2 
Overture”  with  a few  added  extras.  For  the  next 
Fourth  of  July,  howitzer  cannons,  fireworks  and 
church  bells  were  all  added  to  the  concert  so 
that,  as  Fiedler  said, “All  hell  could  break  loose.”

And  for  the  first  time,  a July  4 fireworks  display 
took  place  over  the  Charles  River. 

Boston's  Fourth  of  July  Concert  and  Fireworks  is 
a live  television  primetime  special  entitled 
“Boston  Pops  Fireworks  Spectacular,”  which  is 
broadcast  both  locally  and  nationally.  Live 
coverage  of  the  event  and  the  entire  Pops 
concert  is  shown  on  CBS4  Boston  from  8:00  PM 
to  I 1 :00  PM.  The  rest  of  the  nation  joins  the 
celebration  from  1 0:00  PM  to  I 1 :00  PM  by  way 
of  the  CBS  Television  Network.  The  “Boston 
Pops  Fireworks  Spectacular”  has  been 
broadcast  nationally  for  the  past  three  years. 
Twice  during  that  time,  the  show  has  been  the 
highest  rated  program  of  the  night. 

While  the  Fourth  of  July  is  the  cornerstone  of 
the  organization,  Boston  4 Celebrations  has  now 
become  involved  in  many  other  well-known 
Boston  events  and  celebrations,  including 
Boston’s  Family  Fireworks  on  New  Year’s  Eve. 
For  the  future,  the  organization  plans  on 
producing  and  coordinating  other  special  events 
in  and  around  Boston. 
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
